2nd, 1816. 
His brothers and sisters 
who were well known to the older

have all passed away lienee, with the 
death of Thomas L. Ewing, one en­ 
tire generation of an honored and 
useful family has been borne from 
earth. 
“ In 1816, while Thomas was an 
infant, his father moved to Indiana 
and settled with his family at Clarks­ 
ville, in Clark county. 
Here the fam ­ 
ily lived until 1819, when they moved 
to Jackson county and settled on a

miles east of 
Browns­ 
town, where Mr. Ewing worked and 
attended school, finishing? his **d 
ueation just before his mayority at 
Salem. 
When 
Seymour 
was located he 
took an interest with Captain Meetly 
W, Shields in a general store, mill­ 
ing and contracting 
and 
in 
1854 
moved his family to this city, where 
they have since resided. 
‘*In this community his character 
needs no eulogy from our pen. lie 
never was an enemy to a human being 
and therefore never had a real foe. 
He leaves 
only 
friends 
behind. 
There was no corner of his soul 
where malice or envy had a lurking 
place-no place in his heart for an 
evil wish against his fellow man. 
His tongue was dumb to speak evil 
of others and his ear was deaf to 
the voice of slander. 
He loved his 
friends with devotion so deep that 
h h time, his talents or his property 
was ever ready to be 
offered tor 
their comfort or 
a s sis tiv e * 
His 
benevolence was never boastful, but 
it was exercised where ever want 
o r d.istress a n e a r e d , andinatiy are 
they who will, upon reading this notice 
of his death, he reminded of his 
charities and kindness to them. 
“The peacefulness and happiness 
of his home, the love of his wife 
and children, tell how pure and peace­ 
ful was his life as husband and 
parent and how gentle was his rule 
in the sacred precinct of the home. 
“ He was a member of no religi­ 
ous denomination, bur a firm be­ 
liever in the Christian religion, as 
sisting all church and moral institu 
tions to the extent of his ability. 
“ He was a generous, benevolent 
and sincere friend, a worthy citizen 
and an honest man.” 
A tribute paid to Harriett Ewing 
follows: 
Harriett Crabb Ewing was born in 
Jackson county Indiana, March 21st, 
1827 and passed to her reward in 
heaven, July 25th, 1903. 
“ She was of English origin, her 
ancestors coming to the New World 
about the year 1700— >ettled in the 
"tate of Maryland, moved from there 
to Kentucky— thence to the wilds ot 
I Indiana.

“ Early in married life Mrs. Ewing 
gave her heart to her Savior, and 
with seven other earnest Christians 
helped to found the First Presby­ 
terian Church of thi> city, 
The vi­ 
cissitudes through which the church 
has 
passed, 
the 
discouragements 
which at times seemed overwhelming 
— the blessings which tell like dews 
of mercy from above—all these were 
of vital intercut to her, from the time 
of the founding of the church until 
she was called into the “ silence of 
mystery,” and even when the end was 
near 
he did not fail to remember 
the financial difficultieg which might 
come. 
“ In her was ever a steadiness and 
fixedness of purpose, and to the First 
Presbyterian church of Seymour, she 
was faithful, loyal and true.’’
